CHAPTER V. 

Notes on the Cot-NTHV and irs Ixhamitast«. 

N the* present chapter it is prpjKiscil lo tniiat of ^uch tnaiters as may bo ‘

The I 
country lo the north and north-east Is cotnfxiratively open, hut there is no doubt that the State owes its iK-cuhat \ 
historical position to the iiuiccciisibility, and consecpient dilTictiky of jonquesi, due to its hilly configuration. 1 Iiv 
appositeriess of Major Thorn's remark that the ruler of Ulwar hdd one of the keys of Delhi, is at once cvkl^ t to ^ 
nnvone who traverses the .State, even by the railway. It follows, moreover, that a pi-ople who were comiieik, to-.

most rare or most artistic of the treasures displayed for the 
admiration if not envy of the jpiests of the Maharaja; and some of 
the most intrinsicaily valuable articles have been omitted a.s,

A single page was wTitteii in 
fifteen-days, and tlie whole w-ork in twelve years. The borders of the pages were designed and painted by 
Kathn Shah and Kari AUIul kahman of Delhi, and the inusUniions were painted by Ghulnm .Mi Khan and 
Baldeo, artists of V Swart each border Tnedallion reijuired from two to feur days to paint. The total cost 
of the work, including ihC salaries of those en^^gctl npv>n it, is. said to luivgi been one lakh of rupees, at tha 
time it was wTitten equivalent to ^10,000, but, as the men were often employed during its progress on 
casual work, ii would be better to assume that the estimate of half that sum made by Colon«-l Cudeil is 
more Correct

As Ulwar, like Jeypore, is a land of die commoner building stones as well as of marbles, there are many 
men capable of doing gtxxj carving in tiicsc mattnals or in wood. There are many fine eld wooden door 
’■ramf-s in t he tawii! and even w here creditable examples of stone cutting. 

Most- onnoisKurs are familiar with tlie embroidered cloths from ,L*mritsar, in the Punjab, which are 
eeiieiMh-.Jmown under the mtne, Phulkan. The peasam women in Ulyi/ar have long been in the Ivabu ot 
making similarly ornamented ^irts for their flresses. The embroidoiy is, however, usually Confined to a 
narrow band round the edge of their sartts or veils, and tlieir^i^iu or peUicoats. Europeans have turned

It is a v'cry characteristic example of tllnd;* 
liortraiturc. The Kao Kajn is simply drctsed in a plain w Kite jama rit skirt, and carries two d.^ggt^i's in hi» 
w'jtslhelt.
